It is inevitable that changes of govern- 


mental method, if not of policy, should come 
with the installation of a new executive in 
the White House. And in a normal time a 
general checking and overhauling would be 
regarded as a matter of course. But in the 
present situation, with two great wars in 
progress, and the transfer of executive power 
coming so suddenly and unexpectedly, it 
seems unlikely that any very important 
changes of policy will be made for the pres- 
ent, at least. 


The military situation seems good on all 


fronts, and is in charge of able and experi- 
enced men. Civilian problems and operations 
are naturally subordinated to war require- 
ments; and in such matters it is naturally 
expected that the new President will, for the 
most part, invite the advice of his military 
experts and follow it, as indeed he has 
started doing from the moment of his acces- 
sion to the Presidency. 


At the same time it is evident that Con 


gress itself, which for years has been gen- 
erally subordinated to the Executive branch 
of government, seems to feel a stirring of 
new life, and shows a disposition to share 
more fully in the great events now in prog- 
ress, instead of leaving them so largely to 
the experts and executive heads.

It would be hard to tell just where 
to draw the line between Nazi leaders and 
Nazi followers, but surely the general situa- 
tion calls for punishment matching the evil 
done, wherever and however the culprits 
Jnay be found.

adequate military supplies should fail pre- 
maturely. Industry will have to continue 
military manufacturing on a big scale for 
some time to come; but at least it is legiti- 
mate now for manufacturers to think and 
plan in anticipation of the happy day when 
Uncle Sam's swords shall be beaten into 
plowshares. 


When that day comes, there should be 


plenty of work and large production for a 
Jong time, along new lines of peaceful prog- 
ress. This great continent is still in its in- 
fancy, with incalculable riches untouched. 
To familiar products will soon be added new 
riches from the laboratories of modem 
chemistry. As for transportation and travel, 
there is the great field of aviation still in its 
infancy.

President Roosevelt became his own Secretary 


of St»tc after the retirement of Cordcll Hull. This 
wa» clcirly understood when the team headed by 
Mr. Stettlnlui took over the actual operation of 
the State Department. No member of that team 
Is of the calibre of John Hay, Ellhu Root, or 
Charles Evans Hughes, and I am sure that none 
pretends to be. It is not expected of them that In 
the formulation of policy or the maneuvers for Its 
implementation they will achieve the heights o£ 
the classical figures of our diplomacy. 


Mr. Roosevelt apparently preferred to handle 


the foreign policy of his country himself and under 
our system of government, that was his prcrona- 
tlve, us it was Woodrow Wilson's. The Stale De- 
partment team therefore was merely an organiza- 
tional arrangement to support a President who 
was his own Secretary of State. 
Unfortunately, 


ihis particular arrangement does not serve because 
Mr. Roosevelt died. Mr. Truman has not had op- 
portunities for personal familiarization with the 
problems and processes of international relations, 
and the team, without Us coach, is not of the 
trongest to function Independently. 


True, Mr. Stcttlnius has strengthened It some- 


what by adding John Foster Dulles as an adviser. 
I recently looked at a list of the Americans who 
had somethinK important to do with the 
Paris 


Peace Conference at the end of the last war and 
I found such names as Bernard M Baruch Robert 
Woods Bliss, William C. Bullitt, Jefferson Caffcry 
John W. Davis, Hugh Gibson, Herbert Hoover 
Vance McCormick, William Phillips. Much Wilson, 
who might contribute their knowledge and experi- 
ence to San Francisco. Whv should they be lost 
for us? I often wonder at that. It docs not make 
sense that those skilled in international relations 
sit about twiddling their thumbs while ihose to 
whom it must all be a marverous novelty are ac- 
tually conducting our affairs. 


Who on the American delegation to San Fran- 


cisco has ever attended an international conference 
before? 
Maybe that means nothing. Maybe, 


everything must be done by someone who has never 
done anything like it before. But the British arc 
not like that; the Russians are not like that 
No- 


body but the United States is like that. It is for 
that reason that we often discover ourselves at 
such disadvantage in dealing with foreign powers 
We have everything that makes for strength and 
gives us power except experience and know-how 
and after we train men lo do a job, we pusli thcni 
aside when the time comes to do it.

TREATMENT OF NAUSEA 


Those who have undergone severe attacks of 


seasickness state that at first the rolling of the 
vessels made them afraid it would sink and as the 
symptoms continued they were afraid that it 
wouldn't sink. As nausea accompanies travel by 
sea, car and train in many individuals, physicians 
arc trying various drugs to prevent it. 


In the Journal of Clinical Investigation Dr. 


Stewart Wolf. Army of United States reirarts the 
results of his investigation of the changes in She 
action of the stomach during nausea and studio: 
these changes together with other changes which 
occur in the body from various kinds of stimulation. 
Several types of simulation causing nausea "ere 
nplilicd. The changes which ihcse stimuli caused 
were each clear cut and uniform. By using stimuli 
that caused some irritation but not enough to 
cause nausea ihc stomach movement*; were inter- 
rupted or decreased. Stronger stimuli caused act- 
ual nausea and other changes in the stomach to- 
gether wiih pallor, decrease in the hydrochloric 
acid in the digestive juice, and .in incrrase in the 
amount of mucous made by (he lining of the stom- 
ach walls. More widespread changes in the bodv 
itself were also noted— sweating, rapid heart beat 
followed by a slow heart lv.it and an increased 
flow of the digestive juice of (he mouth (saliva >.
